Boasting a record number of Victorian 
appearances, six games for Australia, 10 


years with Footscray J.U.S.T., 


one 


season with South Melbourne Hellas and 
two Argus Medals, Frank Micic is the 
undisputed king of Melbourne soccer. 


Victorian Soccer 
Federation officials have 
been talking about 
honoring this champion 
and no-one deserves 
recognition more than 
Frank Micic, to. whom 
soccer is a way of life. 

And when Micic retires 
-which won’t be for a few 
years yet - he must not be 
allowed to fade away. 

His experience, 
knowledge, common 
sense and way with 
people would be_ in- 
valuable at the top level 
of soccer administration. 

For 10 years, Micic has 
been ranked amongst the 
most dynamic linkmen in 
Victorian soccer, 

He has starred even in 
the company of such 
frente as Vic Janczyk, 

ike Jurecki, Tommy 
Stankovic, Freddy Falzon 
and Leo Baumgartner. 

And throughout his 
career he has been the 
fairest player in Victoria. 

Only once has he been 
sent off. It was during his 
first match for South 
Melbourne Hellas, after a 
clash with John Sanchez. 

Micic was found guilty, 
and reprimanded but to 
this day he still doesn’t 
Know why. 


HIS sportsmanlike 
attitude is one of the 
reasons why he is not 


Footscray’s captain. 
“If you're captain 
you're expected to 


complain to the referee 
every time there’s a 
disputed decision and 


that’s something I 
wouldn’t do,” he says. 

Micic, who lives in 
Beaumaris with his 


Australian wife June, his 
three-year-old daughter 
Tania and six-months-old 
son Dean, will turn 30 in 
November. 

Because of his ex- 
perience he feels more 
responsibility to his team 
than he ever has. 

And no wonder, eve: 
time he plays well, 
Footscray wins and when 
he doesn't, it loses. 

“T atill feel very fit,” he 
says, ‘‘but at my age ie 
can’t race around like 
mad during the entire 
game and you can’t be as 
Consistent as you'd like to 


“Probably, if I played 
for myself instead of for 
my team, } could look 
much better. 


“T'd like to see J.U.S.T. 
with a really good team 
then I could worry about 
just being a player and 
perhaps find a fixed 


position somewhere in 
defence. 

“In the past I never 
worried about who we 
were going to play. Now I 
do and I always worry 
about whether the team 
will produce its best. 


“I haven’t lost much 
speed but I have lost some 
of my energy. I’m still 
chasin: the ball 
everywhere It goes but 
I’m not doing it as well 
and I’m finding it harder. 

“Flu never worried me 
in the past but when I 
caught it a couple of 
weeks ago, it really af- 
fected my game.” 

Micic’s feeling of 
responsibility is a natural 
one for he is still the 
team’s general and after 
ll years he has developed 
a fierce pride in the colors 
he wears. 

His association with 
Footscray dates back to 
1959 when, at the age of 
18, he migrate to 
Australia from Italy. 

Actually he was born in 
Yugoslavia, where he 
played as a junior for 

adar on the Adriatic 
coast. 

At the age of 16 he 
moved to Italy, where he 
continued his career in 
junior ranks, playing on 


the right wing. 
Micic learned the 
basics of the game 


himself, while kicking the 
ball around with friends 
but his personal style was 
developed in Australia. 

Micic probably has 
never realised his full 
potential as a footballer, 
simply because he 
learned mainly from un- 
distinguished coaches. 

National coach 
Zvonimir Rasic, who last 
year steered Footscray to 
the championship, 
recently said of him: 

“If Micic had started 
under a top coach, he 
would be one of the top 
linkmen in soccer - 
another Beckenbauer.” 

It took Micic about a 
month to make an im- 
pression at J.U.S.T. 

His first game was in 
the reserves against 
Geelong and the following 
week he scored three 
goals as centre forward 
against Box Hill. 

That gave him a place 
in the seniors, who were 
thrashed 4-1 by Juventus 
and who promptly 
dropped Micic back into 
the reserves. 

Two matches later he 
was back for a Dockerty 
Cup match = against 
Juventus and he scored 


the goal that gave 
J.U.S.T. a draw, and 
himself a regular place in 
the first team. 

Micic was now living 
and eating soccer and his 
dedication gave him a 
place in the Victorian 
squad early in 1960. 

ut it wasn’t until the 
following year that he 
reached the final team, 
for a game against 
ueensland, which 

ictoria won 2-1. 

Since then Micic has 
represented the State a 
record 45 times. 

In his first 10 games for 
Victoria, Micic lined wy 
as centre half, wit 
Janczyk and Tony Vella 
as wing halves. 

Faizon and Mantarakis 
were the full backs and de 
Bruyckere, Jurecki, 
Beerendonk, van Alphen 
and Hodgson the for- 
wards. 

For many years Micic 
was the youngest in the 
State side. 

The second youngest 
was van Alphen, who was 
six years older. 

“My best game for 
Victoria was against 
Roma,”’ Micic says. 

“I scored to put us in 
front and we looked like 
winning until Roma 
rattled on three in the last 
20 minutes to win 4-2.” 

In 1963 Micic was a key 
man in the classiest State 
team Victoria has 
produced, 

The line-up was - 
Putkowski, Rasic, 
Falzon, Janceyk. van 
Alphen, Micic, Campbell, 
Zientara, Jurecki, 
Jankowski and Stankovic. 

Australian represen- 
tative Pearson and 
Footscray star 
Mladenovic sat on the 
bench, so good was the 
tea 


™m. 

With talent like that, 
Victoria beat Western 
Australia 8-0, Newcastle 
8-0, Tasmania 7-0, Swiss 
team Basle 3-2 and 
visiting German side 
Preussen Muenster 2-1. 


“JANKOWosKI was my 
favorite player for a long 
time,” remembers Micic, 
“and Jureckl was the 
most dangerous forward 
Pve seen in Victoria. I 
was often opposed to him 
during club games and no 
player has given me more 
trouble.” 

Micic’s reputation 
spread rapidly and in 1964 
he was chosen to 
represent Australia. 

e squad was split into 
two teams to play trial 
matches against Sydney 
club sides. 

Micic started in the B 
team, finished the game 
and then carried on in the 
A team after Les 
Scheinflug was injured. 

It typified Micic’s 
boundless energy, and it 


gave him a place in the 
side that lost 1-5 to 
Everton that year. 
“Everton was the most 
determined and most 
powerful team that has 
ever visited Australia,” 
says Micic. 

uring Australia’s 
successful Asian tour of 
1967, Micic was picked as 
vice-captain, 

But the tour marked the 
end of his international 
career. 

“Tt was very muddy in 
Saigon, he recalis, “and 
I tried to play too nicely, 
which was impossible in 
ankle-deep water. 

“So I was laced by 
Manfred Schaefer and he 
is still in the team. 

“I didn’t mind too 
much, although of course 
I would like to have 
continued playing. But 
Australia was doing well 
and that was the main 


thing.” 
During his unmatched 
career in Victorian 


soccer, Micic has twice 
won the Ar, Medal - in 
1964 and 1967. 

In 1960 he came second 
to Janczyk and on two 
other occasions, he 
finished third. 

In other years he has 
always been among the 
top 10, 


YET the honors haven’t 
gone to his head. 

“Tt always to play 
fairly and as well asI can 
and I never really think 
about the awards,’’ he 


sae, 

hy hasn’t Footscray 
done as well this year, 
after winning the 1969 
championships? 

“We've always had 
trouble in our team,” 
says Micic, ‘‘players have 
always been arguing - it’s 
their temperament. 

“Last year, Rasic had 
full control, even when 
there was trouble. 

“As soon as a problem 
arose, he’d solve it but 
this year there’s been no- 
one who can do this. 

“Under Brocic we were 
playing some good soccer 

t now he’s gone we’re 
slipping again. 


“T hope that next year 
we get one or two hard- 
working players who 
really enjoy laying 
soccer: and w ites 
willing to give eve’ ni 
for their chub. Then we'll 
get somewhere. 


“Also the club must, 
once and for all, make the 
players live and piay 
properly.” 

During the past 11 
years, Micic has seen @ 
Significant change in the 
style of soccer. 


“Ail over the world, 


soccer has become more. 


physical,’’ he says. 
“When I started, you 


had to be very skilful with 
the ball, now its a matter 
of who can hit harder and 
who can run faster. 


“TODAY you have to 
beat a man with your 
body as well as with the 


“This has taken much 
of the skill out of the game 
and has made it less 
attractive for spectators. 


“Referees used to give 
the player much more 
protection. The game has 

come much rougher. 

Micic is in favour of 
increasing the number of 
State League teams to 12, 
and then suspending 
promotion and relegation 
lor at least two years. 

“That's the only way 
we'll improve the stan- 
dard of soccer here,” he 
says. 

‘It would give juniors a 
chance of making the big 
time and would mean that 
clubs need no longer 
import players to avoid 
relegation. 

“Pve seen hundreds of 
juniors at J.U.S.T. and 
most of them disappear 
because when they can’t 
make the grade, they turn 
to one of the many other 
activities open to 
youngsters. 

“I realise that most 
soccer supporters are 
Europeans who want to 
see European players. 

“To make them happy, 
more tours by overseas 
clubs should be arranged. 

“] think that at least 
one Italian club should be 
invited every year. This 
would be a sure money- 
maker. 

“Back in the 
Association days we used 
to have only one game 
each Sunday and that 
game used to be selected 
only a week in advance. 

“Tt was a great success. 
There used to be between 
15,000 and 20,000 people at 
the ground each Sunday. 

“At the moment we 
have too many Sunday 


games. 

Apart from his many 
other attributes, Micic is 
also a successful 
goalscorer, notching an 
average of six or seven 
each season. 

His best goaiscorin 
season was with Sou 
Melbourne Hellas in 1968, 
when he scored 10,- to 


become Hellas’ top 
marksman. 
Why did Micic, 


basically a one-club man, 
decide to switch after 
nine years with Foot- 
scray? 

“The club wasn't being 
run properly in 1968. 
There was trouble bet- 
ween: players and com- 
mitteemen and I knew 
what was going to hap- 
pen. The club was buying 
rejects from other State 
League clubs and at the

7000 to get me back.” 

Looking back over the 
ears, licic named 
.U.S.T. of 1963, Polonia 
of 1962 and Juventus of 
1970 as the best teams 
he’s seen in Victoria. 


“Juventus plays a 
different style of course,” 
he says. 


“They’re much tougher 
and faster and they're 
good because they have 
good linkmen who can 
play for 90 minutes. 

“They've also got 15 
players almost ail of 
whom are of the same 
class. Tommy McColl is 
one of Australia’s best 


jas. 


players on his day yet 
e's not getting regular 
mes. It shows you how 
! igh Juventus’ standard 
s."” 

On star players, Micic 
Says: 

“I respect Johnny 
Warren. He’s not as 
skilful as some but he's 
the best clubman’ I've 
ever met, I’d place him in 


Janczyk’s class but 
Warren’s a better leader. 
“Jurecki was my 


toughest opponent and 
Baumgartner as well as 
goalkeeper Lord were 
real champions. 


“I also have great 
respect for George 
Kinnell and John O’Neill - 
they’re real profes- 
sionals. 


“And there's Tommy 
Stankovic, who made a 
comeback last week at 
the age of 40. He’s got real 
class and he’s better than 
most of the young players 
around today.”
